PROPOSAL TO RESUME SC ME DEBATE IN GENEVA - 
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BRITISH TO TAKE LEAD IN JUNE 28 SC CONSULTATIONS ON PROPOSAL 
TO HOLD ME DEBATE IN GENEVA AND WILL STRESS INCONVENIENCE AND 
COSTS, REFUSE TO ACCEPT CONSENSUS PROCEDURE, INSIST ON REGULAR 
OPEN SC MEETING, AND VOTE AGAINST GENEVA PROPOSAL. 

SCALI PHONED EGYPTIAN REP MEGUID TO ASK FOR GOE' S COOPERATION 
IN BLOCKING TRANSFER OF SC DEBATE TO GENEVA AND STRESSED US OPPOS- 
ITION. WHEN MEGUID COMMENTED CAIRO UNDERSTOOD KENYAN AND INDIAN 
REPS FAVORED MOVE BECAUSE LARGE NUMBER OF REPS WOULD FIND GENEVA 
MORE CONVENIENT, SCALI REPLIED CHECK DETERMINED ONLY TWO OR THREE 
REPS WOULD BE IN GENEVA. MEDUID INDICATED SCALI CORRECTLY UNDER- 
STOOD EGYPTIAN POSITION, AGREED RELAY SCALI' S VIEWS TO CAIRO, AND 
SAID IN FINAL ANALYSIS SITE WAS LESS IMPORTANT THAN OUTCOME

SYG TOLD ASSISTANT SEC’ Y NEWSOM AND SCHAUFELE HIS INFO IS

JUNE 27 TO SEE EKANGAKI AND TO LAGOS TO SEE GOWON AND APPLIED FOR

PROVISION AND REVIEW CLAUSE. FRENCH INSISTED ON SOME KIND OF 
MARKING, AND, IN ADDITION TO US, ONLY JAPAN EXPRESSED RESER- 
VATIONS ON MARKING. CHAIRMAN DESIGNATED TUERK ( AUSTRIA) TO 
DRAFT " COMPROMISE" MARKING PROVISION, AND JUNE 27 
AUSTRIANS INFORMALLY CIRCULATED THREE ALTERNATIVE MARKING

ON PREVENTION OF CRIME AND TREATMENT OF OFFENDERS TO BE HELD
